I 
feel our program was successful 
because of the excellent coopera¬ 
tion and working relations extend¬ 
ed by your company to our project 
personnel."

The chaff rocket program at 
Sandia Laboratory was started in 
December 1957. Even after the suc¬ 
cessful use of the rockets in the 
Pacific “Hardtack" series of nu¬ 
clear tests the program was con¬ 
tinued due to their use in re¬ 
search studies of winds at 200,000 
to 300,000 ft. altitudes. In connec¬ 
tion with these studies more than 
65 chaff rockets have been launch¬ 
ed at Sandia’s Tonopah Ballistics 
Range in Nevada. 

The rocket is two-stage with 
the six-inch diameter portion 
called the Deacon and the three- 
inch diameter stage called the 
Arrow. The chaff ejection nose 
fits over the Arrow. 

During a joint meeting of the 
American Meteorological Society 
and the American Rocket Society 
in El Paso last October, the San- 
dia-developed rocket was discussed 
by L. B. Smith in a technical pa¬ 
per. Although the Army was al¬ 
ready sending test rockets up be¬ 
fore and after every missile shot, 
Sandia Corporation was asked to 
provide information and hardware 
on its development. Later Mr. 
Wente, Mr. Walker and Mr. Crow¬ 
der assisted at Cape Canaveral 
during the first firing. 

During development parts were 
fabricated in Sandia Shops. Since 
the development is complete, man¬ 
ufacture of most of the parts for 
the Deacon-Arrow rocket is sub¬ 
contracted to commercial firms, 
however the parts are assembled 
here. The rocket’s cost is approxi¬ 
mately $3,000 each and reliability 
of 93 per cent has been achieved. 
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An article by two Sandia scien¬ 
tists appeared in a recent issue of 
the Journal of the American Sta¬ 
tistical Association. 

"Correlation Between Sample 
Means and Sample Ranges" in the 
June issue of the publication is the 
work of Bernard Ostle, Statistics 
Section 1592-1 supervisor, and 
George P. Steck, supervisor of 
Quality Assurance Procedures Di¬ 
vision 5511. 

The article has application in 
statistical quality control tech¬ 
niques. Correlation between the 
mean and the range is investigated 
for sampling from symmetric and 
asymmetric populations. It is 
shown that when the sampling is 
from any symmetric population 
with finite variance, the correla¬ 
tion is zero. However, zero corre¬ 
lation does not imply symmetry. 
The information is useful in in¬ 
terpretation of patterns of varia¬ 
tion exhibited by production con¬ 
trol charts. 

Mr. Steck has been with Sandia 
Corporation since 1955. He has 
taught at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Department of Mathema¬ 
tics and Physics. He has had tech¬ 
nical articles published in Annals 
of Mathematical Statistics and 
University of California Publica¬ 
tions in Statistics.

Sandia-developed chaff rockets 
have been used in support of a 
Jupiter missile test at Cape Canav- 
e:al, according to a letter to the 
President of Sandia Corporation 
from Wernher von Braun of the 
Army Ballistic Agency. 

Dr. von Braun, who is direc¬ 
tor of the agency’s Development 
Operations Division, expressed 
appreciation for the cooperation 
and assistance of Sandia person¬ 
nel who were responsible for the 
establishment of the Army’s 
Deacon- Arrow Meteorological 
Rocket Program. 

The rockets were developed by 
Sandia Corporation for use in Op¬ 
eration Hardtack in the Pacific to 
measure upper atmosphere winds. 
Radar can track “chaff" (light¬ 
weight strips of aluminum) which 
may be ejected from the rocket at 
desired height.

Inflation May Ruin You . . . 

Inflation will destroy the United States unless it is stopped! 

This is not an extravagant statement. It has authority be¬ 
hind it. This authority is an expert on the destruction of nations. 

Nikita Khrushchev boasts that "American capitalism will 
be destroyed without a war." He has inflation in mind as one 
of the weapons we'll use against ourselves. 

In eight years (1947-1955) inflation has cost the citizens 
of New Mexico more than $777 million. These figures have been 
compiled by the National Association of Manufacturers. Lack of 
availability of reliable figures for the past four years makes it 
impossible to compile how many additional millions have been 
lost. 

The serious trend toward inflation began in 1947. Except 
for a few leveling off periods, it has shown an increase every 
year since. 

The figure mentioned in the chart accompanying this arti¬ 
cle, $777,500,000, was obtained by subtracting for each year 
between 1947 and 1955 the difference between personal 
spendable income in terms of the current year's dollars and per¬ 
sonal spendable income in terms of 1947 dollars. The difference 
between these two amounts represents the year-by-year loss to 
inflation by residents of this state. 

But. serious as it is, inflation can be stopped. Here's how: 

1. Live within your income. 

Be choosy: buy only what you need; don't overburden your 
budget with credit purchases. Lower demand will help bring 
prices down. 

2. Put out the finest work you can — all the time. 

If every producer in the country works more effectively 
the result is more production at lower cost. This means lower 
prices and more dollar savings. All that brinqs true prosperity, 
not inflation which might look like prosperity. 

3. Put part of your income into savings. 

If you don't have one, start a savings program. Set a sav¬ 
ings goal and strive to achieve it through savings accounts, life 
insurance or U. S. Savings Bonds. 

4. Make yourself heard in government. 

Demand more thrift in local, state and federal government. 
Demand fewer services which add to deficit spending pro¬ 
grams of the government. Encouraqe the officials of your gov¬ 
ernments to spend your money wisely, and to live within its 
income. Tell your governmental representatives to fight in¬ 
flation.

The theoretical predic¬ 
tions are found to be qualitatively 
correct. 

The second paper, “Strain Rate 
Effects on Stress-Strain Charac¬ 
teristics of Aluminum and Cop¬ 
per.” was written by Dr. Ripper¬ 
ger with Dr. J. W. Turnbow of the 
University of Texas staff. The au¬ 
thors discuss in the paper the 
problem of obtaining suitable data 
of the type required for applying 
the Malvern strain-rate theory to 
studies of plastic wave propaga¬ 
tion. 

The authors perfected an exper¬ 
imental technique designed to 
overcome some of the difficulties 
encountered by previous investiga¬ 
tors and report results obtained by 
this technique. 

Bannister Paper 

Also presented at the Conference 
will be a technical paper by J. R. 
Bannister (5150). 

Mr. Bannister’s paper is a study 
of dust particles in blast waves 
and effects on dynamic pressure 
gauges. It describes a study of ac¬ 
celerating air with suspended par¬ 
ticles of a density comparable to 
the air itself traveling at various 
speeds within the air flow. 

The study led to the construc¬ 
tion of specialized dust gauges 
which have been successfully test¬ 
ed and used in the field. 

Using a dust tube, particle drag 
coefficients for simple aerodynam¬ 
ic shapes were examined and re¬ 
sults are reported in the paper.

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British Measuring 
Device Improved by 
Suggestion from Sandia 

A modification of a British pre¬ 
cision measuring device by Joe 
Moody (1651) greatly increased 
the range of the machine and 
has been adopted by the manu¬ 
facturer. 

Mr. Moody, supervisor of Length 
Measurements Section of the 
Physical Standards Division 1651, 
felt that Model 180 Interferometer 
which uses light beams to cali¬ 
brate gauge blocks could be im¬ 
proved. 

After discussing the problem 
with personnel of the U. S. Bu¬ 
reau of Standards and the man¬ 
ufacturer's representatives, the 
change was made. 

The instrument had the limi¬ 
tation of being able to measure 
up to one inch only, however, it 
was extremely precise in making 
micro-measurements. By substi¬ 
tuting a special cathodeless Mer¬ 
cury 198 lamp for the regular cold 
cathode Mercury 198 light source 
of the machine, the range of the 
instrument was increased to four 
inches. 

Using this modification, the In¬ 
terferometer has been reissued as 
Model 190 by the manufacturer. 


No Monkey Business Here 


Deadly Serious Animation Used in Training 
Movies Produced by Sandia Corporation 


Out of an endless purple void a 
glowing orange speck becomes a 
thundering missile. Growing in 
size until it occupies the entire 
movie screen, the rocket ejects its 
nose cone and begins to tumble. 
The nose cone trajectory is follow¬ 
ed to earth. 

This sequence in a Sandia Cor¬ 
poration-produced military train¬ 
ing film takes only five seconds. 
It took a technical illustrator some 
six weeks to prepare the 130 in¬ 
dividual drawings that were "ani¬ 
mated" to make up the scene. 

Cartoons of Bugs Bunny or Mr. 
McGoo are commonplace. The 
technique of photographing draw¬ 
ings to make them move is called 
“animation” and it has become a 
useful tool in Sandia’s military 
training films. 

Animation is used to supplement 
live action, to depict areas or op¬ 
erations that cannot be photo¬ 
graphed such as the missile se¬ 
quence mentioned above. It also 
portrays simply and graphically 
complex mechanical movements. 

Good for Emphasis 

Using animation, artists can 
emphasize important points by 
"popping in” arrows, circles or 
captions. Diagrams of circuits can 
be made to function by animation 


to show a series of events occurr¬ 
ing in any order or time sequence 
required. 

Abstract ideas can also be ex¬ 
pressed by using animated sym¬ 
bols. An example would be ani¬ 
mated atomic symbols to explain 
the working of a nuclear fission 
process. 

Preparing animation for San- 
dia's military training films is a 
joint undertaking by Technical 
Training Division 5313, Technical 
Art Division 3463 and Motion Pic¬ 
ture Division 3465. 

Technical Training Division per¬ 
sonnel prepare the movie script, 
decide the need and use of anima¬ 
tion and work as producers and 
directors of the film. 

Artists of Technical Art Divi¬ 
sion follow the script, confer with 
the directors and produce the hun¬ 
dreds of drawings necessary to de¬ 
pict the needed action. 

Motion Picture Division provides 
the photographers and equipment 
to film and process the production. 

Background Panel 

Drawing a sequence of anima¬ 
tion first calls for the artist to pre¬ 
pare a background panel or a set 
of backgrounds if needed. Then he 
starts drawing the action on

sheets of clear plastic called 
“cells”. The cells are fitted over the 
background panels and the artist 
begins the meticulous job of draw¬ 
ing pictures that move. 

Any sort of movement is depict¬ 
ed step by step. If a man is to walk 
in the movie, the artist has to 
paint dozens of drawings moving 
the position of the legs, hands and 
body only a fraction of an inch in 
each cell. 

The drawings are usually photo¬ 
graphed a single “frame” at a time 
by the animation camera. When 
the film is run through the projec¬ 
tor at the rate of 24 frames per 
second, the image on the screen 
appears to move. Sound effects 
and background music are added 
to accent the feeling of action in 
the movie. 

Modest Budget 

“We don’t try for a Walt Dis¬ 
ney’ effect in our drawings,” Wal¬ 
ly Ives, Technical Art Division su¬ 
pervisor, says. “We make the 
drawings factual. informative, 
technically accurate and we pro¬ 
duce them on a considerably 
smaller budget.” 

The important thing for the 
films. Wally says, is for them to 
accurately and completely commu¬ 
nicate with the military audience 
which sees them. These men util¬ 
ize the products of Sandia Corpo¬ 
ration and the films are a neces¬ 
sary part of their training.
